TO HOME AFTER

Two Camden, N. J., brothers, en

Tile geranium and the coleus, two 
of the most popular plants for a 
colorful effect in the sun nj’ window j 
garden, may br raised from cuttings j 
or slips. Cuttings taken from plants j 
growing in window boxes or in the j 
garden will root easily if a simple 
procedure is followed, They should

from

growth, usually three to five inches 
long. Tile length of the cutting is 
not as important as the condition 
of the stem, but an effort should be 
made to keep the cutting as short as 
possible because a long cutting will 
develop Into a tall, ungainly plant. 
Short-jointed shoots, which are 
brittle and snap when bent at the 
joint where the cut is to be made, 
are ideal for rooting. Such a condi­ 
tion is usually found three to four 
Inches from the tip of young vigor­ 
ous shoots of geraniums, and two 
to three Inches of coleus. Cuttings 
taken where the wood is soft and 
succulent will rot. and where the 
wood is old and woody will root with 
difficulty. 
Cut Made Below Node 
After the correct place 4*as been 
determined, a clean cut should be

Course builders’ and free from o r­ 
ganic m atter should be used.
